The national 


university is still in the hands of federal troops. 
The Mexican press reports the government's intention 
to prosecute several prominent extreme leftists for 


sedition. 


Adding to the increasing difficulties for end- 
ing the crisis, the rector of the national university 
has resigned. Government pressure for his resigna- 
tion appears to indicate that the government has 
given up all hope for compromise and plans to press 
the issue to a total showdown with the students. 


Another massive student demonstration is re- 
portedly planned, tentatively for 25 September. It 
is unlikely that the government will issue permits 
for the march, thus providing a rea son for another 
potentially violent confronta tion. 
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
